The China Mail tearns this morn- 
ing that following a more comfor- 
table night compared with the pre- 
vious one, Acting Principal Warder 
Bert Plumb, who was stabbed by a 
Chinese convict in Victoria Jail on 
Wédnesday morning, is a little 
stronger to-day. ©The most en- 
couraging aspect of the case is that 
haemorrhage has been succeasfully 
stopped, in consequence of which 
his condition has eased up generally 
and is now certainly better than 
yesterday. | However, it cannot ye 
ig out’of danger 
because there is still the possibility 
of the ‘two wound turning: septic. 

This: led the China Mail man. 'to 
inquire if the weapon used by: the 
convict was rusty, and he was in- 


| formed that ‘this was not the case, 


but’ it could be described a8 “not 
elean.” However, ‘the’ point might 
have become “fairly clean” before 
it entered the flesh by first passing 
through Mr. Plumb’s clothing. In 
any case, the hospital authorities are 
not taking anything for granted... 

The China Mail learns alo that 
both of Mr. Plumb’s wounds are not 
more than, two inches deep. This 


- {is due to the fact that he is a well 


built, muscular man ‘and ‘the point 
of the dagger met with a certain 
amount, of resistance when penetrat- 
ing: the body. Both blows were 
undoubtedly delivered with much 
force, and had Mr,’ Plumb béen a 
‘thinner man the dagger would have 


have been Killed outright by the 
blow in the back. With the wounds 
as they are, it is only due to Mr. 


-|Plumb’s physique that. he Is able 


to put up the fight that he has been 
doing for the past two days. A 
wéaker man“would most probably 
have succumbed as the result of the 
haemorrhage which caused him to be 
unconscious for some hours, and was 
so- persistent that on Wednesday 
afternoon his life was practically 
despaired of and it was thought 
advisable to ‘summon Mr. R, E 
Lindsell to take the patient's d 
positions, 2.

‘ALTON ABBEY. 
HISTORY OF HAVEN FOR INFIRM 
AND FRIENDLESS SAILORS, | 


Admiral of the, Fleet, Sir Roger 
Keyes, in mail week opened the 
new’ wing at Alton Abbey, erected 
a free and. permanent 
home for friendless and inflrm 
sailors. ‘The new wing is an im- 
posing building-designed by Sir R. 
Nicholson, ‘and each cabin is 
named after its donor. 

“Alton Abbey is the’ community 
house of the Order of St. Paul. In 
a secluded corner of the grounds 
is the sailor's cemetery. There.are 
about 40 plain crosses, and on 


_| them are inseribed such names as 


“Old Lamps,” “Frenchy,” “Skip- 
per,” and “Old Tom.” The founder 
of the Order, the late Father Hop: 
kins, enme of a race of sailors. 
He was born at Cape Cod, the son 
of a master, mariner and descend: 
ant of one of the Pilgrim Fathers. 
He made- his first voyage at ‘the 
age of seven, when he went with 
his father in a sailing ship round 
the Cape of Good. Hope to Burma. 
In later years:he wandered, and 
eventually ‘became the organist of 
St. .Paul’s Cathedral; Rangoon. 

In Rangoon’ one night (states The 


| pimes) he resdued six drunken 


English ‘ship's - apprentices , from 
the ugly attentions of a mob. and 
took them home. He asked: them, 
when they had recovered, how they 
got themselves in Buch a mess. 
“Because we knew no one in Ran- 
goon and had nowhere to go,” was 
He invited them and 
other sailors to visit him during 
their stay in port. . That was the 
beginning of the Order of St. Paul; 
which Hopkina founded a8 an 
Anglican community, and which 
was .recognised a8 such in the 
diocese“of” Winchester in 1924.. 

Hopkins founded his firat com 
munity house at Barry, South 
Wales, in 1897.. Two years later, 
in search ‘of a permanent site for 
a. home, he tramped with eight 
brethren to Hampshire, where ‘he 
acquired a rough piece of ground 
on the top of a hill near Alton. 
The -brethren spent their 
night under the trees in the pour 
ing rain. Next day they “erected | 
shelters of , “wattle and daub,” 
something like kaffir kraals, 
which “they lived while ‘they built 
more permanent quarters. To-dsy 
these primitive dwellings, repre- 
senting? the beginnings of the 
home, serve to show ‘what hag been 


‘| necomplished by years of patient 


toil ° 
The Abbey is now a place of 
well-ordered lawns and paths and 
flower beds, with 9 church, a gate- 
house, and oratory, and 12 ‘cabins’ 
for. the sailors, all built by the 
monks, The church, as the work 
of eight. men 
or architecture, is 8 remarkable 
building. It is in the Early Eng- 
fair-style;-and—will—accommodate 
100 people, « It is. built of flints 
‘picked up ' on, the estate, ° with 
“bricks made in the Abbey ovens 
and woodwoyk fashioned by an old 
ship’s carpenter, ¢ :
